A TERRIFIC 
COMBAT 
BETWEEN '¡WO 
ROCKY 
MOUNTAIN EAGLES. 
“ A most terrific battle between two birds,” 
says the Virginia (Nev.) Mountanian of Au­ 
gust 14, “ occurred between two large brown 
eagles in the vicinity of the lakes above Vir­ 
ginia last Wednesday evening. 
When first no­ 
ticed the birds were soaring, one above the 
oilier, at an altitude of perhaps three-fourths 
of a mile, and seemed on a sail for pleasure. 
Presently the uppermost bird, closing its 
broad wiugs, shot downward like a meteor 
for two or three hundred feet, and with a wild, 
piercing scream, lit fairly upon the back of the 
other bird. 
Turning with tho rapidity of 
lightning the victim clutched bis adversary 
with talons and beak, and a fierce struggle en­ 
sued. The savage yell, the striking of huge 
wings, and showers of falling feathers, gave 
unmistakable evidence of the ferocity with 
which the contest was wagered. 
“ As they fought they fell earthward, and 
when within 500 feet of the ground they be­ 
came disentangled, and eacli swooped upward 
again.

As «be Democratic Convention will soon 
meet we hope it will pass res lotions of ap- 
provnl of Gov. Dix’s administration, or it fail- 
iug to do so we trust tho Liberals will perform 
the duty. Gov. Dlx is entitled to praise so 
far at least, bat the Republican convention 
has neglected It, probably through oversight. 
Why couldn’t the State Committee meet and 
do the thing np nice ? 
it would be well if Mr. George Win. Curtis 
would send a few of his tracts on “ bolting” 
to the Albany Express. For months back It 
has been assailing Comptroller Hopkins, and 
if it demonstrated anything showing lhat it 
dkl not believe him fit to fill that office. But 
uo sooner is he nominated than the Express 
favors his nomination. Thi3 strikes us as 
trifling with the common sense of its readers. 
If Hopkins waa so conspicuously bad as to be 
the proper subject of newspaper rebuke, his 
nomination by the Republican Convention 
doesn’t make him any better. 
A slight misunderstanding of the cull for the 
Democratic caucus last night came to light 
during the proceedings, it appearing that 
neither party to the contest was fully informed 
as to the substance of it, and found it impos­ 
sible to refresh llieir memory owing to the 
scarcity of printed copies. All this might 
have becu avoided by following the dictates of 
common sense. If the call had been adver­ 
tised in The Daily Freeman, everybody would 
have Vead it and been fully informed as to its 
details. When you want to let the people of 
this city or county to know auything the 
surest wry is to put it right before their eyes 
as they open their front doors every morning. 
It is said to have given great satisfaction to 
a certain individual to be menMonod. “ Talk 
about me, abuse me, anything; only don’t let 
me sink into obscurity.” Perhaps the same 
feeling may give us Americans a little gratifi­ 
cation, even in these times of panic. It is a 
comfort to know that if we are tighting in 
Wall street we are making a sensation in 
Europe. The Bank of England has put up its 
rate to four per cent., and Amsterdam and 
Berlin are raising their price for money to 
keep their gold. It gives us a pride in the 
naiion, that once might have broke into finan­ 
cial fragments without disturbing the after­ 
noon nap of the smallest broker in Downing 
street, while now wre can’t have a chill without 
setting all Europe shivering. 
Aren’t the prohibitionists a little unjust to 
the Republicans of this state ? fro far as tem­ 
perance legislation is concerned that party 
lias done all that has been done. It is quite 
true it wouldn’t agree to prohibition, and it is 
quite certain that thepeqpleof the state would 
not,hence prohibition would have been a dead 
letter if enacted. The temperance people 
have as efficient a measure in the civil dam­ 
age bill as cau be put into law, and1 with it 
they can do vastly more than with an abso­ 
lutely prohibitory law unless they can bring 
about substantial unanimity upon the subject. 
We object to prohibitionist tickets because 
they belittle the temperance strength, thus 
doing damage to the cause. 
There seems to be enough method in the 
action of the Republican Convention regard­ 
ing the Attorney General to require at least 
an explanation. Barlow stands as the head 
and front of the anti-Tweed fight. He cer­ 
tainly fought him in earnest, and meant to 
damage tiie old thief. But he is set aside, 
and not only that but Mr. Taylor, a member 
of the CanaJ Board, whom he denounced by 
letter as corrupt, is renominated. Clearly 
Barlow is rebuked, but doesn’t the rebuke 
dishonor the party by committing it to the 
rehabilitation of Tweed ? But however it 
looks, we hope it does not mean dropping of 
the Ring prosecution. Mr. Silliman is con­ 
sidered a highly honorable and honest man, 
and if elected the chauces are ho will press 
the suits.. But swapping horses is so risky as 
to be suspicious. 
Prof. Wise is getting mixed up on that east­ 
erly current. It is sometimes auiusiug to note 
how a politician will after advocating one set 
of ideas for a number of years, suddenly flop 
over and be found just opposite the old posi­ 
tion. But Wise puts it in even u stronger 
light. His “ easterly current.” was almost a 
personal possession, and it would seem he 
could get along as well without it as a China­ 
man without his opium. And yet he’s been 
telling Barnuin that tie not only expects to go 
to Europe with a balloon, but to be brought 
back in one, landing in South America. This 
argues also a westerly as well as an easterly 
cun cut. It seems to us the only way Wise 
can get back is to circumnavigate the globe. 
With an easterly current that flows westerly 
occasionally we are more at sen than the bil- 
loou succeeded in being. 
Newburgh is having a little railroad war just 
now and the Mayor of that city is acting iu a 
way that shows he has genuine grit and don’t 
intend to be overridden even by such a power­ 
ful corporation as the Erie Railway Company. 
The latter, in defiance of notice to the contrary, 
attempted to erect a building which would 
take in a considerable portion of one of the 
streets, but they had no sooner got the building 
started than Mayor Sliutes came down with 
the City Marshal and a squad of workmen 
protec ted by a posse of policemen and 
tore down that portion of the buildiug en­ 
croaching on the street. The company hasn't 
concluded to go on building over the street, 
and as public sentiment backs the Mayor, it 
isn’t likely that it will carry on the war. The 
Mayor and the Newburgh people are right in 
t’lis resistance to railroad domineering. 
There seems to be some hope, possibly noth­ 
ing more than a chance, that out of the boil­ 
ing bubble of this panic may come tho specie 
payment that has so long been desired and 
watted for so anxiously. Legal tenders have 
certainly appreciated in value, and have been 
doing so for some time. But resumption will 
be valuable only as restoring financial matters 
to their normal condition and restoring prices 
to the old-time rates. Bat- nobody will use 
specie in their ordinary business. 
Of all 
money gold is the clumsiest and most trouble­ 
some, except silver. A hundred dollars in 
greenbacks can lie folded in a vest-pocket, but 
to carry a hundred dollars in gola or silver is 
a real inconvenience. 
Unless we care to 
carry a bug like Judas there is really no com­ 
fort in being rich and carrying one’s fortune 
along, and the only place to put gold seems to 
be in vaults, issuing bank-notes upon it.— 
The Berliners are really pestered out of tnclr 
wits by the glut of specie, and would welcome 
our national bank-notes with great delight. 
Now that tiie Fire Department is under dis­ 
cussion it is to be hoped our Common Council 
will take the necessary steps to insure much 
needed reform in its management. 
While 
there is uo town in the vicinity that can boast 
of better material in its firemen, there is still 
much lack of discipline and looseness of system 
which 'nterferes greatly with their efficiency. 
This is admitted by officers and men of the 
department, and our authorities cannot longer 
safely delay action in remedying this slate of 
things. A set of rules and regulations, im­ 
partial and just in their provisions and strict­ 
ly enforced, are the urgent need of the time. 
Every officer should have his particular duties 
aud he required to faithfully perform them, 
being held strictly accountable for inefficiency 
and disobedience, and every man should be 
utilized and no waste timber employed. With 
the proper system and discipline great loss 
can be frequently prevented in case of fire, 
and onr city fathers owe it to the citizens to 
provide them every safeguard, with our limited 
water supply. 


It Is impossible to escape the coutraál Mr. 
Fred. Douglass’ trip to Tennessee suggests. ~ 
Only a few years ago Fred, was a slave, and a 
fugitive at that. For him to have 3ct foot on 
southern soil would have been the signal for 
restoring the manacles to his limbs, ami not 
a few stripes would have fallen upon his back, 
reviving old memories with startling distinct­ 
ness. But Mr. Douglass has been received 
with honor. His baseness to Tennessee is no 
less remarkable, it being to address ait associ­ 
ation of colored farmers aud mechanics. They 
once were all slave3, but now are owners of 
land. It is a sign of good omen that tbsj are 
desirous of becoming landed proprietors, it 
denoting stability and that local attachment 
which is the grouud-work of all substantial 
improvement. And Mr. Douglass, being him­ 
self a contrast, and surroundejl by them, gives 
them advice drawn from his own observations 
and experience as a slave. He knew the 
work of the plantation wa3 done by the slaves 
who were well treated-by the master, aud so 
be advises the freedmeu farmers to treat ibeir 
horses and cattle well. 


A L oud C all. 
The grand jury of Kings County has achieved 
the distinction of being representative of a 
great demand. The hardest of all things to 
uccompllsli is to get the peeple to attend to 
their own business. Everybody is so afraid to 
oflend anybody, lhat if the work is not done 
by officials it will probably not be done at all. 
This is the peculiar difficulty of punishing 
“ ring” men. Their connections are usually 
very close with officials, they nearly always 
contriving to weave them enough into their 
roguery to make it also their interest to stifle 
investigation and stay penal proceedings.— 
Meanwhile outside people hold aloof, and fear 
to touch the matter lest they be defiled or in­ 
volved in unpleasant controversy. The aver­ 
age ring man has an immense capacity for 
throwing mud, and the respectable man fears 
the lustre of his broadcloth may sutler. The 
Kings county grand jury is only doing official­ 
ly what is being constantly done, arousiug 
people to their duty. And if the ring thieves 
see the grand jury room full of the best men 
lu Brooklyn eager to testify against them or 
by their expressed sympathy with the move­ 
ment nerve the arms of those who would 
strike them, we may hope for a general clear­ 
ing out of the Augean stable that reeks the 
atmosphere of the City of Churches.

Resolved, That ail rules oí the Board au­ 
thorizing the Board of Directors to consider 
and act on complaints for violation of con­ 
tracts oe suspended so far as such complaints 
are based on contracts for delivery of property 
in future made between tho passage of this 
resolution and further orders of the associa­ 
tion, and further that the Board shall not en­ 
tertain complaints for violation of contracts 
claimed to have been closed during the time 
indicated by reason of non-deposit of margin, 
provided that this resolution shall in no case 
be held to apply to any trades made in settle­ 
ment of existing contracts. 
The following banks continue to transact 
business as usual: The Commercial National, 
Third National, Montreal Central National, 
Corn Exchange, Fifth National, First National, 
Fourth National, Germania International, Mer­ 
chants’ National, Illinois, Northwestern, Chi­ 
cago, Traders’, Union, German National, Me­ 
chanics’ and Marine.

THE BANKS OF ST. LOUIS. 
•St. Louis, Sept. 26,—The action of the 
banks in this city last night seems to lie gen­ 
erally approved of and a comparatively buoy­ 
ant feeling was manifested this morning, but 
w hen news came that several Chicago banks 
had closed their doors deep anxiety and apjire- 
lieusion immediately sprung up and busiuess 
on ’Change was almost entirely stopped.

The English guns

It was our pleasure to spend a most enjoy­ 
able hour at the exhibition of the Newburgh 
Bay HorticnltufUl Society on Wednesday the 
21th itist. 
For fourteen years this enterpris­ 
ing society has annually opened its doors to 
all lovers of fair flowers, tine fruit and superior 
vegetables, where those engaged in their 
production may show what labor and skill cau 
do in improving different varieties and pro­ 
ducing new ones; and where others may 
gratify their taste in viewing, not only that of 
artistic beauty, but that 
which 
promises 
material enjoyment as well. 
The hall of the 
society, though not large, was very tastefully 
arranged, and well supplied with commodious 
tables, which were filled with choieespecimeus, 
that did great credit to both officers and mem­ 
bers of the society. 
in flowers, Mr. Vick of Rochester made a 
very handsome display, showing two hundred 
varieties of dahlias, of great beauty, besides 
many beautiful specimens of asters, gladiolus, 
phlox, Ac. 
A single specimen of the tritoma 
in this collection attracted much attention.— 
Mr. A. Bridgeman made a tine display of zin­ 
nias, double balsams and gladiolus; while W. 
D. Humphreys exhibited an ornamental ar­ 
rangement of flowers which did him credit. 
Among 
the 
bouquets 
was 
one 
from 
the 
garden 
of 
Francis 
Kelly 
that 
was particularly fine. 
Most of the bouquets 
here, as at other exhibitions of flowers, wore 
that stiff, mechanical look which is so des­ 
tructive to grace aud beauty. 
When will flor­ 
ists learn that ¡11 order to the best display 
of flowers there must be considerable freedom 
in their arrangement, with a liberal allowance 
of their own green foliage, which is their 
natural setting ? 
A bouquet composed solely 
of flowers, and these arranged so as to make 
distinct bands of color, possesses equal beauty 
nnd of the same kind as a freshly painted set 
of croquet balls. 
A. Bridgeman showed a 
beautiful variety of cut flowers, while Wilson 
and Bourqnin received the first premium 011 
bouquets and Francis Kellv the second. 
The display of pears was remarkably fine. 
Some of the handsomest specimens that we 
have ever seen of bartlett, sickel, buerro 
L’Angou, Duchess D’Angouleme and others 
were shown on these tables, and there is 110 
doubt that the influence of this society has 
done much in stimulating the production of 
thi3 luicious aud healthful fruit. 
We noticed 
that Mr. A. Bridgeman exhibited one hundred 
and eighty varieties, while H. Cornell showed 
seventy-five plates, J. II. Rickets sixty-three, 
aud W. D. Humphries twelve. 
The lack of 
uniformity in the number 011 each plate de­ 
tracted somewhat from the effect of the display 
and probably in some small degree embarrass­ 
ed the judges. 
Considering the unfavorable 
season 
for 
apples, the exhibition was much better than 
could havc been anticipated. 
J. Halstead 
displayed fine specimens of baldwins, pippins 
and spies, and It. I. Greenings. 
O. S. Hatha­ 
way showed a collection of thirty-seven varie­ 
ties, all fine, and D. S. Brown exhibited twelve 
varieties, among which we noticed some splen­ 
did fall pippins. 
The display of grapes, both foreign and 
native, wa3 good. To a lover of this beautiful 
and healthful fruit, when brought into its 
presence without being able to have a single 
bile or taste, a 3ingle berry, is tantaliziug in 
the extreme. 
We envy most heartily J. IT. 
Rickets all the real oujoyuient aud true com­ 
fort he must take, especially in cultivating aud 
in entering such fine clusters of Uamburgs, 
Ryton Muscat, Red Lombardy aud many other 
foreign varieties, bysides the various choice 
native sorts, as Iotias, Concords, Herbciuonts 
and Dianas, which he displayed on the tallies 
of the society. 
Riekets must be a happy man, 
as well as Van Wyck and Johnson, who showed 
four specimens of Montgomery, Allen’s Hybrid 
and Delaware. 
N. D. Humphrey exhibited a 
basket of grapes in variety very handsomely 
arranged; while E. H. Clark showed a plate 
of magnificent Herbemonls, and Mr. Charles 
Winter of Matteawan 3howed a live pound 
cluster'of the Syrian grape, such as have been 
famous for their beauty and excellence since 
the time the spies took specimens into the 
camp of Israel. 
In the vegetable department the display of 
corn, potatoes, onions, beets, squashes, cab­ 
bages and many other varieties was especially 
good, all deserving premiums. 
Mr. nouse 
showed some fine specimens of a beautiful po­ 
tato, called “ Ice Cream.” If that potato is 
as good in quality as beautiful in form, we 
should not mind dining at that House even If 
the dinner was only of potatoes. 
The Newburgli Horticultural Society are en­ 
titled to the thanks of all that are so situated 
as to enjoy the array of beauty which it an­ 
nually sots forth, and every individual pos­ 
sessed of a field or garden should feel uudcr 
obligations alwaj’s to contribute something to 
add to the attractiveness of these exhibitor®.

Look­ 
ing for a new job, Bailen I. visited this city one 
day last week, and during his absence the new 
claimant of funarabullslic honors got posses­ 
ion of the balance pole and permission to use 
the rope.

He agrees, if the rope can lie left 
till lie secures elastic, he will not only jump 
to the river below, but hang until] its elastici­ 
ty ratees him again to the cable.

rested by the Prospect Park policeman before 
he succeeded in severing but one strand.— 
livffitlo C om m ercial A d ve rtiser.

The governor 
and lieutenant-governor elected next preceding the 
time when this section shall take effect, shall hold 
office during the term tor which they were elected. 
4 2. No person shall be eligible to the office of 
governor or lieutenant-governor, except a citizen of 
the United Slates, of the age not less tliun thirty 
years, and who shall have been five years, next pre­ 
ceding his election, a resident of this state. 
v 4. The governor shall be commancier-iu-chief of 
the military atid naval forces of the state. He sliall 
have power to convene the legislature (or the son­ 
ant only) on extraordinary occasions. At extraor­ 
dinary si.-salous 110 subject shall be acted upon, ex­ 
cept such as tiie governor may recommend for con­ 
sideration. He shall communicate by message to 
the legislature at every session the condition of the
